Prltchard,  John  4JhMen  and  J.  J. 
Jfohns,  were  sentenfad  to  ^ne  year  on 
each  Of  the  six  dpnnta  of  seditious 

conspiracy  on  which  they  were  con- 
victed and  to  six  months  on  the  count 
of  common  nuisance,  sentences  to  run 
consecutively,  msklng  the  term  to  l>e 
served  by  each  in  the  Provincial  Jail 
one  year.  IV  E-  Bray,  found  gvllty 
on  a  eliarne  of  ooinimon  nuisance,  was 
sentenced  to  six  mantha  in  the  Pro- 
vincial JalL:

The  cenvloted  men  while  waiting 
for  the  court  to  convene  conversed 
freely  and  apparently  light-heartedly 
with  their  families  and  friendu  in  the 
courtroom,  John  Queen  In  particulai 
keeping  the  relatives  of  the  prison- 
ers, who  were  In  the  jury  box.  In 
laughter. 

When  llr.  Justtea  Metcalfe  entered 
the  court  A.  J.  Andrews,  croi/n  ooun- 
B^l,  mAlred  for  sentence.  Mr.  Justice 
Metcalfe  asked  if  counsel  for  the  con- 
victed winhed  to  make  any  statement. 
E.  J.  McMurray  stated  that  they  did 
not.  Mr.  Justice  Metcalfe  asked  for 
the  Indictment  and  asked  William 
Ivens,  the  first  of  the  convicted  men 
to  be  sentenced,  if  he  washed  to  say 
anything.  Mr.  Ivans  stated  that  he 
did  not,  and  waa  astotenoed; 

As  each  of  the  strike  loadern  re- 
ceived the  sentence  he  was  taken  in 
charfre  by  one  of  the  court  bailiffs 
and  removed  to  the  Provincial  jail. 
The  familieH  of  Qeorge  i^rmstrong 
and  K.  B.  Bray  followed  tiviu.,  from 
the  court  and  -were  alle^«yii  fir 
minutes  in  private. 

Bray  Commits  New  Offmcc 

A  scnnation  wji.<j  caused  in  iho  court 
When  Mr.  Justice  Metcalfe.  inr.<»rrupt- 
ed  ^.  B.  Bray  in  his  statenaac  add 
told  l^m  .that  jhe  had  iuat  committed 

whwb  Ms  Sraa  iMdt  to  IM  aeni^odd: 
•He  had  in  his  refefenee  to  the  court 
as  being  biased  laid  himself  open  to 
summary  sentdnce  for  an  indoflnite 
period. 

Crown  counsel  at  the  conclusion  of 
tlie  session  asked  the  court  to  take 
<|ptlM  .fgalast-ithiB'aoinMwd  Bray  to 
mmWrn^Slfi^  of  tb»iioiirtr/^ 

Mr.  Justice  Metcalfe  stated  that  the 
status  of  the  Judiciary  of  Canada  wa.: 
beinK  lowered  by  members  of  the 
L>eKisIatures  under  the  cloak  of  priv- 
ilege. He  was  tired,  he  said,  of  try- 
ing to  uphold  the  dignity  of  the 
court  when  this  was  going  on.  The 
time  is  coming  rapidly;  he  deelarad 
when  man  ehoMn  far  tka  henorabit 
tmsltlon  of  juiia  wHl  prfifar  their  own 
private  practice.  It  sltould  net.  he 
•Ud,  be  left  to  the  Judges. to  npbald 
the  dignity  of  Canadian  law.  Mer 
should  not  be  allowed  to  make 
speeches  such  as  are  being  madt 
daily  IQ  reference  to  tha  trial  of  the 
strike  leaders,  in  whleb  tbmj  ntmt  tc 
him  as  being  a  reprtemtativa  oC  the 
"capltalisUo  olMM.". 

Bray,  when  maldng  his  statement 
repeatedly  caused  the  court's  dis 
pleasure  by  stating  that  he  had  not 
had  a  fair  trial;  that  the  trial  and  tht 
verdict  was  a  travesty  of  British  Jus> 
tife.  and  referred  -to  Mr.  JiMtlea  Xat- 
ofUfe  as  blaaed. 

Bray  oonttaned  by  stating  that  the 
elaao  straggle  had  been  plainly  shown 
in  the  trial  when  well-dressed  women 

had  been  given  reserved  seats  in  the 
court  to  gloat  over  the  sufferings  oi 
hJnMMlf  and  comrades. 

BSfBlMkpir  o(  Workors 
R.  J.  Jottna  wak  t^  second  man  to 
be  sentenced,  and  in  a  statement  made 
to  the  court  declared  that  anything 
he  had  done  had  been  done  by  the 
order  of  the  men  he  represented.  "I 
am  pleased  that  I  earried  on  the 
work.  I  feel  •  that .  It  to  my  Ufa  work,** 
ha  declared,  and  want  on  tis  twint 
out  that  arty  nan  who  had  not  worked 
with  the  workers  oenld  not  aader- 
ftand  the  iMyekology  of  the  working 
cIsiM.  Men  outside  of  the  Worklns 
class,  he  said,  did  not  understand  the 
needs  or  determination  of  the  worker. 

The  crown,  he  said,  had  contended 
that  there  were  no  classes  in  Canada, 
niere  wera  two  classes,  a  working 
class  and  a  capltaltotio  oiaae.  who  op* 
posed  each  other.  Saela^  ownarshlp,

•apport  hunuin  ttfa.,  Tk^  atrtke  was 
premeditated  aad'kroagbt  on  by  the 
Cltisens'  Committee,  who  were,  afraid 
of  the  orxanlsation  of  the  One  Big 
Union.  "They  beat  us.  and  I  admire 
them  for  it."  he  said.  "The  psychol- 
ogy is  there,  however,  and  will  remain 
there." 

Prltchard  stated  that  he  felt  tht 
same  way  mm  Jobam,  and  went  on  to 
say  that  he'waa  ready  to  go  to  Jail 
to  serve  the  sMitenoe  of  the  court 
but  "I  go  to  Jail  realising  that  if  a 
man  is  to  be  true  to  MnuMlf  he  can- 
not then  be  fsjM  to^kay  otfMr  man."

The  general  criticism  which 
been  diractatL  againat  jthalpropoiiiTii 
of  the  Oevetanent  t«t  Mrtirtattea  of 
the  munldpa^ltlaa  by  the-  granting  of 
the  poll  tax  and  one-half  of  a  double 
amusement  tax  moved  the  Premier  to 
devote  considerable  time  In  expla- 
nation of  the  position  of  the  Prov- 
ince. It  was  Just  as  necessary,  he 
said,  for  the  municipalities  to  eperata 
|iritli)ln  tile  fphcre  o{  their  poirers  ae 
it  wag  fir  .the  Frovtaee  to  .  keep 
wltliin  its  own,.  It  waa  Just  as.  reia- 
sonabie  for  them  to  come  to  the 
Province  and  ask  the  latter  to  get 
them  out  of  the  financial  slough,  as 
it  would  be  for  the  Province  to  make 
a  like  appeal  to  the  Imperial  au- 
thorities. What  might  be  Justified 
in  a  pftty- waxd  fPPUtician  -wonhinot, 
be  so  in  the  eaaa  of,  afieml>erB  of 
the  House:  it  tyaa  .i9  epae  o|B  leokhig 
to  principles,  qot  one  of  mere  politi- 
cal expediency.' 

The  Premier  stated  that  the  Gov- 
ernment had  been  hard  proaaad  by 
the  municipalities. 

"Just  so  Hoon  aa  It  became  known 
the  revenues  of  the  Province  were 
increaatnir  and  the  Ufilinclal  position 
imprbvlnir,  this  dffve  wlis  made  upon 
us.  It  is  not  enough  for  the  leader 
of  the  opposition  to  tell  us  those 
municipalities  are  In  distress.  We 
bad  a  delegation  before  us  this 
morning  and  we  wer^  told  lands  are 
reverting  to  the  municipalities  be- 
cause the  owners  will  not  pay  their 
taxes.  And  yet  we  find  that  there 
are  twenty-flvy  millions  In  building 
values  net  aithject  to  dne  cent' of 
\  taxation.  Wa  find  It  Is  unimproved 
lots  that  are  being  allowed  to  re- 
vert, the  1,1  nds  with  buildings  are 
not  so  reverting.  This  indicates  the 
inequity  of  the  taxation  levied,  that 
the  dollar  in  one  form  of  invest- 
ment is  not  being  made  to  return 
the  revenue  the  dollar  in  the  other 
forin  la  called  Upon  to  return. 

"We  are  asked'  to  levy  an  eeeu- 
pancy  tax."  said  the  Premier,  who 
held  that  the  tenant  who  paid  rent 
generally  paid  interest  and  charges 
upon  the  investment.  "I  challenge 
th«  real  estate  men  of  Victoria  and 
Vancouver  to  produce  their  booka,  I 
venture  to  say  there  has  been  an 
Increaae  In  rents  of  at  least  SO  per 
opnu  la  It  a  good  policy  for  this 
Legislature  to  allow  the  municipali- 
ties to  force  a  tenant  to  p.ny  a  sec- 
ond rent«l?  In  London  they  are 
charuinK  a  t.ix  on  rental  values,  as 
high  as  30  and  35  per  cent.  II  Is 
time  we  had  a  few  Lloyd  (Gleorges 
in'Ajnerica,  men  who  have  some  hu- 
nmn  attributae.  who  are  not  dried 
up  in  "IBi  TIKT-dl — (Kt^Utlte!  ^^pe- 
diency." 

.  The  Premier  quoted  figures  '  to 
show  a  large  part  of  the  debt  of  the 
municipalities  Is  due  to  local  Im- 
provement outlays  and  a  large  part 
of  fhese  will  be  paid  for  in  a  limited 
number  of  yaarb.

Tha  Bag|(«atlea  'll»y  *  tUh  '  Colonist 
that '  aitma  ot  tha  oatu^a  on  public 
worka  should-  be  eUmlnated  was  not 
good  business,  the  Premier  held.  To 
allow  the  roads,  schools  and  other 
necessary  works  to  stand  still  would 
seriously  prejudice  the  well-being  of 
those  sections  contiguous  to  the 
city,  and  upon  the  devalopaient  of 
which  the  oltlee  depend.'  The  Oov- 
emUnaht  had'  no  rtgltt  to  etarve  tho 
development  of  the  Province  to  as- 
sist the  municipalities  which  have 
within  their  own  limits  the  means 
of  lifting  themselves  out  of  their 
difficulty.
